X have no objection to havping a 
few pennies more on deposit, but after you have been making this available to others while 
denying it to me am X to believe that you do not know the exact number of pages? That 
you do not know what you have been charging those others to whom, in discrimination 
against me, you have been sending copies while not providing me with copies? 


A check for 8170,00 is enclosed. 

You do say that "copies of the documents that you ordered will soon be completed."
